HOLMES’ CASTLE? 


Plowman Turns Up Bones 
of Woman and Two Men 
on Murderer’s Old 
Retreat. 


MAY BE WILLIAMS GIRL 


Farmers Dug Up Neighbor- 
hood in Search for Bodies 
Almost Twenty 
Years Ago. 


Nearly twenty years ago Herman Web- 
ster Mudgett, alias Holmes, builder of 
Holmes“ castle in Chicago and one of 
the nation’s strangest murderers, was 
hanged in Philadelphia. 

Holmes took with him into the realm of 
the unknown the facts behind the mystery 


of Miss Minnie Williams, a girl who went 


to work at the “ castle,” at Sixty-third 
and Wallace streets, as a stenographer, 
remained as Holmes’ third wife, and 
disappeared. 


Discovery by Plowman. 

Yesterday a plowman went Out to break 
anew an old field on the Van Kirk farm, 
near Momence, III., fifty miles south of 
Chicago. On the stony hillside, in a bit 
of ground fallow for many a year, the 
plowshare turned up the skeleton of a 
woman. The plowman dug into the soil 
and unearthed two other skeletons from 
the same grave, apparently the bones of 
men. : 

The countryside, agog with the discov- 
ery, recalled the hunt of two decades 
ago when farmers dug up that same rocky 
hillside and half the Van Kirk farm 
searching for the supposed buria! place 
of Holmes’ victims. 


Holmes at Momence? 

No trace of the Holmes burial grouna 
was found at the time, and little was 
learned of the supposed presence of 
Holmes at the Van Kirk farm and the 
city of Momence. 

The discovery of the skeletons by WII- 
Lam Raetz, the present occupant of the 
farm, led to the conjecture that the wom- 
en's skeleton was that of Minnie WII 
liams.

LONDON, Sept. 11.—This is the story 
of Marguerite Uyttebroeck, who lived 
through the sacking of Louvain and 
reached London today en route to the 
town where she was born—Assumption, 
Ill—the youngest child of a family num- 
bering nine. 

Marguerite, aged 19, is sure that only 
her aged mother, who is with her, is alive. 
Three weeks ago all her brothers and 
sisters were together with their parents 
in a farmhouse on the outekirts of Lou- 
vain. 

My mother and father,“ the girl be- 
gan, went to the United States from 
Belgium twenty-five years ago and set- 
tled at Assumption. We farmed there, 
but a year ago we all moved back to 
Louvain, where father bought 4 farm 
outside the city and renewed old acquaint- 
Alices. 


Watched Parade of Germans. 

“There was fighting beyond Louvain 
the whole day and night before the Bel- 
gian soldiers began to run through the 
town wittr’the Germans hot on the trail. 
We all hid at first and watchedthe pursuit 
between the shutters, but when the first 
scare was over we sat on the doorsteps 
and saw the parade of the German sol- 
diers with their bands playing and their 
good order. 

Nobody had an idea they would harm 
us, and it was almost like going toa thea- 
ter to see them march by. They didn't

Kills Bride’s Sister. 

A sister from Fort Worth, Tex., much 
more charming and beautiful than Mise 
Williams, came to attend the wedding. 
The girls had a jealous quarrel and the 
Texas sister was killed by a blow on the 
head. Holmes handily disposed of the 
body in a weighted trunk cast into the 
lake and they went on with the wedding, 
Holmes’ second act of bigamy. 

The murdéred sister of the bride had 
$25,000 worth of property in Texas which 
Holmes used in a long chain of fraudu- 
lent operations there. After a while his 
third wife became an inconvenience to 
him and she vanished, never to be found 
—unless the skeleton at Momence can be 
identified. 

Time has destroyed all that might lead 
to positive identification, and the possibie 
solution of the fate of the missing Holmes 
victims has stirred little official interest 
in Kankakee county. 

Began Crimes While Student. 

Holmes began his career of crime as 
a student at Ann Arbor, Mich., where he 
defrauded an insurance company out of 
$1,000 by a substitution of corpses, In 
the later 80s, he came to Chicago and 
thrived as a ewindler. In 1891 he met 
Benjamin Pitzel, chemist, and together 
they pursued a career of crime. The 
partnership ended in a tangled insurance 
fraud plot in which Holmes killed Pitzel 
and swindled his widow, later killing her 
three children. 

These crimes sent him to trial in Phile- 
delphia in 1895. He confessed twelve 


murders.

11.—Accord- 
ing to the Tribuna, an Austrian torpedo 
boat has been blown up near Fasana, 
fifty-two miles south of Triest, in Istria, 
after striking a mine. 

A number of wounded Austrians who 
have arrived in Triest state that during 
the battle of Lemberg all the Ausirian 
officers of three battalions fied, leaving 
the battalions in the woods, where they 
were annihilated. Only fifty men escaped. 

German Auxiliary Cruiser Taken. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Sept. 11.—The 
Hamburg-American line steamer Beth- 
ania wan captured by a British cruiser 
Monday morning when it was two days 
out from Charleston. The prise, which 
was brought here last night, had aboard 
600 tons of coal and a six months’ supply 
of provisions for the German cruisers 
Dresden and Karlsruhe.

LONG RETREAT BEGINS. | 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—The Rouen corre- 


spondent of the Daily Mail sends a pic- | 
turesque story of a great cavalry charge | 
at Thuin, a town in Belgium near Charie- 
roi, and the subsequent retreat to Com- 
piegne. The story follows: 
“On Monday morning, Aug. 24, after 
chafing at the long delay, the Second Brit- 
igh cavalry brigade let loose at the 
enemy's guns. The Ninth Lancers went | 
into action singing and shouting like 
schoolboys. 


For a time all seemed well, few saddles | 


were emptied, and the leaders had 


charged almost within reach of the | 


enemy's guns, When suddenly the Ger- 
mans opened 4 murderous fire from at | 
least twenty concealed machine guns at 

a range of 150 yards. | 


Three Regiments Shattered. 

‘The result was ehattering, and the 
Lancers caught the full force of the storm. 

While the bulk of the brigade swerved 
to the right the others held on and rode | 
full tilt into wire entanglements buried in 
the grass thirty yards in front of the ma- | 
chine guns and were made prisoners. 

“Three regiments of the best cavairy | 
in the British army went into the charge | 
and suffered severely. The Eighteenth | 
Hussars and the Fourth Dragoons also 
suffered, but not to the same extent as | 
the others. 


Severe Ordeal for British. 

A happy feature ot the charge was the 
gallant conduct of Capt. Grenfell. who, | 
though twice wounded, called for volun- 
teers and saved the guns.

Appeal to President for Re- 


versal of His Indorsement 
ls Thought Likely. 


MIGHT AFFECT LIVING COST 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) . 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[Special.] 
Opposition to the freight tax provision 
én the administration emergency revenue 
bill has reached a stage where it may be 
necessary for President Wilson to inter- 
pose in an effort to compose the differ- 
ences that divide his party colleagues. 

In fact, in the absenuce of such action 
by the president, those who are to revolt 
Against the freight tax may appeal to 
the White House for a reversal of the de- 
cision by which this levy was incorpo- 
rated in the administration bill. 

A charge of bad faith has been made 
against the Underwood leadership apro- 
pos adoption of the freight tax. The 
etatement was made today that Président 
Wilson shortly will be told that in the 
conference he had with Mr. Underwood, 
at which Mr. Wilson gave his approval to 
the freight tax, only half the story was 
told. 

Those who want to tell the president the 
other half of the story insist that when 
the president hears it he will insist upon 
an abandonment of the proposed assess- 
ment of $65,0000,000 on the shipping pub- 
lig. 


Tax May Be Eliminated.

Detroit Artist Who 


(LAWRENCE_STERN STEVENS 

Lawrence Stern Stevens, an artist of 
Detroit, narrowly escaped death near 
Aix-la-Chappelle at the hands of a crazed 
German lieutenant, by whom he was sus- 
pected of being a spy. 

Stevens left Brussels on Aug. 24 in an 
automobile. He was accompanied by @ 
photographer and a Belgian newspaper 
correspondent, and his intention had been 
to make sketches at the battlefield. His 
arrest at Lancffe thwarted this plan. He 
underwent a terrifying ordeal at the 
-hands of his demented captor, although 
he was not actually injured. 

On the evening of Aug. 24 he was court- 
martialed and sentenced to death and 
held in close confinement over night. 
Early on the morning of Aug. 25 he was 
led out, as he supposed, to be shot, but 
the plans had been changed and instead 
he was taken before Gen. von Arnim. 
After being forced to march with Ger- 
man troops for two days, Stevens fell in 
with a party of American correspondents 
at Beaumont, from which point he trav- 
eled to Aix-la-Chappelle on a prison 
train, and eventually reached Rotterdam 
and safety.

TROOPER SAVES COLONEL 
UNDER A HAIL OF BULLETS. 


Corporal Later Leads Charge and 
Captures Standard—Promoted and 
Given Legion of Honor. 


LIMOGES, France, via Bordeaux, 
Sept. 11.—On a train loaded with wounded 
which passed through here today was a 
young French officer, Albert Palaphy, 
whose unusual bravery on the fleld of 
battle won for him the Legion of Honor. 

As a corporal of the Tenth Dragoons 
at the beginning of the war, Palaphy took 
part in the recent violent combat with the 
Germans. In the thick of the battle the 
cavalryman, finding his colonel wounded 
and helpless, rushed to his ald. 

Palaphy hoisted the injured man upon 
his shoulders, and under a rain of ma- 
chine gun bullets carried him safely to 
the French lines. That same day Palaphy 


was promoted to be a sergeant. 


Shortly afterward, although wounded, 
he distinguished himself in another af- 
fair, leading a charge of his quad against 
the Baden guard, whose standard he him- 
self captured. 

Wounded by a ball which hed plowed 
through the lower part of his stomach and 
covered with lance thrusts, he was re- 
moved from the battlefield during the 
night, and learned he had been promoted 
to be a seublieutenant and nominated 
chevalier in the Legion of Honor.

CRUELTY AND INHUMANITY. 


By the representations and pleadings of bellig- 
erent nations the United States is being set up in 
a judicial position to hear acensation and defense. 
Germany, France, and Belgium are making official 
presentation of their cases, the Belgians by the sub- 
mission of evidence and the Germans and French by 
definite protest. 

Charges that humanity has been ignored may be 
divided into two classes, one having to do with 
severe measures taken upon authority and the other 
with the acts of individuals or groups of individuals 
unauthorized. 

The burning of Louvain was an authorized act. 
Attack by civilians upon troops probably is un- 
authorized. The revenge taken by the troops might 
be by order or upon individval initiative. 

American opinion is being oppealed to by the 
nations at war, and if they recognize that it has a 
value we ought to recognize the importance of form- 
ing it fairly. 

The first thing that will do considered is that 
such destruction as Belgium has seen is apt to craze 
a population. Men and women are in danger of 
becoming lunatic in such eirzumstances, of losing 
all restraints and forgetting all humanity. 

Germany charges that some Belgian peasant 
women were converted into fiends and went out 
like Afghan women to mutilate the dead and kill 
the wounded. This seems incredible here, but we 
have no conception of the terrors of the invasion of 
Belgium and scarcely any of their effect upon the 
mind. 

Germany also charges that civillans have taken 
opportunity to shoot soldiers. This is entirely cred- 
ible and understandable—and unforgivable. The 
civilian is not treated as an enemy; soldiers are not 
on their guard against civilians; and an attack by 
civilians is not an act of war, but one of murder.

You are not justified in taking drugs to pro- 
duce sleep. As you have noticed, when using 
drugs the bad is mixed in with the good. Ex- 
haustion is as effective a sleep producer as 
drugs. The percentage of bad mixed with good 
is no greater than when drugs are used. Drugs 
lead to drug habits. Finally, the use of drugs 
prevents one from going at the matter right. 

The right cure is this: See that your room 
is well ventilated and your bed comfortable. 
Guard against intestinal indigestion as s 
cause by eating no supper or a supper of 
bread and milk. Now the essence of the cure 
is mental. Sleeplessness results from bad 
mental babits. Correct them and you cure 
yourself. Do not go to bed with mind tense or 
agitated. Do not worry or fret about anp 
thing. Pepeclally do not worry about not 
Sleeping. If sleep does not come promptly, it 
will when you are sufficiently exhausted ; there- 
fore be calm.

THE RAILROAD SITUATION AGAIN. 
These are extraordinary days, and the confer- | 
ence at the White House regarding the ben 
situation may challenge less attention than it 
demands, yet it was extraordinary enough, as was | 
the frank statement laid before the chief executive | 
by the six railroad presidents—and intended also 
for the public. 

It would be idle to speculate on the effect of 
the recent decision in the rate increase case in 
ordinary circumstances. The war has made that | 
decision a thing irrelevant and remote. The same 
causes that knocked the treasury plans into a 
cocked hat have adversely and seriously affected | 
the railroads. The loss of import trade has meant | 
loss of much revenne to the latter. Their credit 
is further threatened. 

The government can pass an emergency revenue 
measure. Private industry can raise prices. The 
carriers can do nothing without the sanction of the 
commerce commission. They may apply for a re- 
opening of the rate advance case and for the sub- 
mission of new evidence. But that is a slow and 
uncertain process. The suggestion that congress 
pass a resolution instructing or permitting the com- 
mission to grant the roads an increase in rates 
has been dropped—and wisely. Congress ought 
not to issue orders or even hints to a quasi- 
judicial and administrative body. 

The carriers turned to the president and to

HAT will be the fate of Prince 
Albert of Schleswig-Holstein if 
he is taken prigoner by the Ger- 
mans? It is on the cards that 
he may be shot. Few of the 
| officere of the English army now in the 
field in France operating against the Ger- 
mans have made such heavy sacrifices or 
are risking more than Prince Albert, 
who is the only surviving son of Prince 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein and of 
his wife, Princess Helena, sister of the 
late King Edward. 

Old Prince Christian of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, on marrying Queen Victoria's third 
daughter, away back in the sixties, was 
naturalized as an Englishman by act of 
parliament, and is now, at the age of 
over 80, the senior general officer of the 
English army. 
| He has made his homein England ever 
since, dividing his tlme between Cumber- 
land lodge, in Windsor forest, of which 
he is ranger, and Schomburg house, his 
London residence, in Pall Mall. 

His wife, Princesse Christian, has been 
the one member of the reigning house of 
England who has shared in a more 
marked degree than any other the pro- 
nounced predilection of her brother, Ed- 
ward VII., tor Americans. 


Prince and ee Christian have had 
two sons and two daughters. Theeldest, 
Prince Christian Victor, lost his life in 
the Boer war fourteen years ago as an 
officer of the King’s Royal Rifle corps. 
Their other son, Prince Albert, was as- 
| signed to service in the Prussian army, 

being next to his father in the line of suc- 
cession to the extensive estates and prop- 
erty of the kaiserin’s only brother, Duke 
Ernest Gunther of Schleswig-Holstein, 
and also to the latter’s perpetual annuity 
of $80,000 a year granted by the Prussian 
government to the dukes of Schleswig- 
Holstein for ever, as a quid pro quo for 
their renunciation of the sovereignty of 
the two duchies of Schleswig and Hol- 
stein, which are now provinces of the 
kingdom of Prussia. 

Prince Albert, who received his educa- 
tion at Wellington college, in Dugiand, 
received a commission in the Prussian 
Cutrassler guards, and worked his way 
up to the rank of colonel. He was a fa- 
vorite member of the family circle of 
the emperor and empress. To each he 
stood in the relation of a first cousin, 
Princess Helena isa sister of the kaiser’s 
mother, the late Empress Frederick, 
while old Prince Christian is a brother 
of the kaiserin’s mother. 


Prince Albert used always to accom- 
pany the kaiser on his annual yachting 
trips in Scandinavian waters on board 
the Hohenzollern, and was initiated by 
him into many German secrets of an 
official and military character.

When, however, the war broke out, 
Prince Albert, recalling that he was a 
native of England, an English schoolboy, 
and the son of an English mother and of 
a father who was a naturalized English 
citizen, at once resigned his commission 


tained a commission under the English 
flag, thereby virtually sacrificing all his 
rights of succession to the $80,000 annuity 
from the Prussian treasury, and also to 
the large estates and property in Ger- 
many of his cousin, the childless Duke 
Ernest Gunther of Schieswig-Hoistein. 
It is said that the kaiser is extremely 
embittered by the defection—he de- 
nounces it as treachery—of his former 
chum and confidant, Prince Afbert, and 
ingiste that, if he did not wish to bear 
arms against the land of his birth and 
against the nation of his parents, the 
least thing that he could have done would 
have been to remain strictly aloof from 
the fray, in view of the fact that he 
had been for over twenty years an officer 
of the Prussian army, in actual service 
until the time of the outbreak of the war.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.— [Special.] 
—Conferees representing the senate and 
the house in an effort to compose differ- 
ences in the Clayton anti-trust bill have 
pecome exercised over a senate amend- 
ment which appears in the bill as a new 
gection and which was adopted without 
debate or explanation on the motion of 
Senator Chilton of West Virginia. It is 
as follows: 

“Section 26—It shall be unlawful for 
any corporation engaged in commerce to 
@ any business in any state contrary to 
‘the laws of the state under which that 
corporation was created or contrary to 
the laws of the state in which it may be 
Going business. The District of Colum- 
bia shall be deemed a state within the 
meaning of this section.” 


Blow at Liquor Traffic, 

As soon as the character of this amend- 
ment became known it was recognized 
that it would have the effect of preventing 
shipments of liquor in interstate com- 
merce into prohibition states. This alone 
started a violent opposition from the anti- 
prohibition element and pressure is be- 
ing brought to bear daily on the conferees 
to strike it from the bill. 

It is admitted by the lawyers of the sen- 
ate and house that the new section un- 
doubtediy would strengthen the Webb- 

Kenyon law, which was designed to put 

a stop to the shipment of liquors into pro- 
hibition states. 

But some of the railroad attorneys 
reached the conclusion that the new sec- 
don had even a more far reaching effect 
in that it would practically nullify the ef- 
fect of the Supreme court decision in the 
Shreveport rate case. 

When Senator Chilton was appealed 
to for an explanation of it, he is reported 
to have made a remarkable statement to 
the conference committee, He said that 
the first he knew of the amendment was 
when a senate page brought it to his lesk 
from Vice President Marshall, who had 
prepared it. 

The senator made one or two changes 
in the language, which did not modify the 
amendment in any important respect, and 
returned it to the vice president,who sent 
it back to Mr. Chilton with his approval, 
and the senator offered it, and it was 
adopted without debate or without ques- 
tion. The senator admitted that he did 
not know what the vice president had 
in mind when he sent the amendment to

Unless the conference committee recon- 
Siders its action, the senate amendment 
relating to the exemption of labor organi- 
vations and limiting injunctions against 
labor organizations will go into the law. 
The effect will be to legalize ‘‘ peaceful 


picketing. Up to this time the senate has 


had its way absolutely as to the amend- 
ments affecting labor and injunctions.

$100,000.

CLYNE TAKES OFFICE. 


James H. Wilkerson, retiring United 
States district attorney, yesterday was 
retained by the government to handle the 
pending sanitary district case. An- 
nouncement of Mr. Wilkerson’s accept- 
ance of the offer was made by Assistant 
Attorney General William Wallace Jr., 
immediately following the induction of 
Charles F. Clyne into office as district 
attorney.

This 
was a bitter pill for the administration to 
swallow after the peremptory manner in 
which Mr. Wilkerson's resignation was 
accepted, but as an excuse Washington 
depart vent officials said Wilkerson left 
no brief, making it necessary to obtain 
his services. 

This new development was taken to in- 
dicate that the department nw has no 
intention of instigating an investigation 
of Mr. Wilkerson's administration. 

District Attorney Clyne took the oath 
of office before Judge Landis, after being 
presented to the judge by Mr. Wilkerson. 
Clerk MacMillan of the District court ad- 
ministered the oath. 


Landis’ Good Wishes. 

Judge Landis expressed the hope that 
Mr. Clyne would realize the honor con- 
ferred in the biggest federal political 
office in Illinois.’

Signor Ferrero's preface is quite personal 
and for that reason especially interesting. 
He tells how he first came to cut loose 
from the old world to visit the new and 


him, for having asked him to undertake 
the long voyage to Argentina in his name 
and in that of the Nation. the great Bue- 
nos Aires newspaper. This was in 1906. 
In 1907 he was invited by Baron de Rio 
Branco, minister of foreign affairs for 
Brazil, to visit that country. In the fol- 
lowing year a surprise came to him in the 
shape of an invitation from Theodore 
Roosevelt to visit this country. He ex- 
presses his indebtedness to these three 
gentlemen, who have shown him 80 mucb 
courtesy and hospitality. He writes: 

But they rendered me a much greater 
service, They uprooted me from the an- 
cient world, in which I had shut myself 
up for the last ten years, and plunged 
me headlong into the wild turmoil of the 
two Americas. If life is the school whose 
doors are never closed nor its courses sus- 
pended for the student whose ambition it 
is to learn without intermission and to 
improve this great experience could not 
have come at a happier or more profit- 
able moment for me. I could not find my 
bearings at first. Then, as from the 
depths of the Argentine pampas, from the 
lofty table land of Sao Paulo, from the 
huge industrial cities of North America, 
I let my thoughts travel back to the 
Rome of Caesar and Augustus, I meas- 
ured the long road traversed by man- 
kind in the course of twenty centuries. 

How vast is the world at the present 
day compared with that little Mediter- 
ranean basin to whose shores civilization 
was for so long confined!

aims at sweeping away all limits—by re- 
viving an ancient literary form.” 

Ferrero calle his book a dialogue. He 
has conceived that “ dialogue, like 80 
many other things of beauty, is today like 
a plant nipped by the frosts of winter. 
Am I rash in hoping that it may blossom 
again?“ he asks. 


The author extends his compliments to 
the two South Americans and to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, whom he describes as 
“a living and admirable example of that 
untiring keeness and robust self-confi- 
dence which are among the particular 
virtues of the American people.“ This 
dialogue form may be old, but it is one 
of those old things that are new, but 
with many readers it will find favor as it 
gives the author a pleasant colloquial 
mode of expression.

After being prominent in a number of 


local tournaments, but failing to attain 
championship honors, Walter C. Crowd- 
us of the Flossmoor Country club ester 
day broke his hoodoo and won the ama- 


teur championship of Cook county. In 


the thirty-six hole final over the nine hole 
course at Garfield park he outplayed Gar- 
rett L. Larkin, the match developing into 
a rout in which the Westward Ho player 
was defeated, b and 7. 

The former Hyde Park High schoo! 
star won his way into the ultimate match 
by defeating Oscar L. Lind of the Gar- 
field Park club, 8 and 2, this proving one 
of the hardest matches Crowdus hed. 
Larkin gained his finalist position after a 
hard fought match with Andrews Humph- 
reys, the Crane High schoo! pleyer, who 
also is a member of the Garfield Park 
club. Larkin won 1 up. 


Second Flight to McLeod. 

Norman J. Mcieod of the home club 
won first place in the second flight, tak- 
ing a well fought metch from F. P. Bur- 
nett of Maywood, 8 and 2. 

The success of Crowdus offset the vic- 
tory of Bill Rautenbusch in the Chicago 
amateur championship, the south sider 
now holding possession of the Cook county 
title and the west sider the Chicago ama- 
teur title, 

Although the morning was fine the 
afternoon was dull and threatening for a 
time, but fortunately the rain held off 
and conditions were much better than on 
the preceding day. Crowdus opened with 
the same steady brand of golf he has 
displayed in his previous match rounds, 

and Larkin, who appeared to be a bit 
nervous in the presence of the gallery,. 
did not get many openings. 


Story of Final Match. 

Larkin and Crowdus halved the first 
hole in 5, but the latter had the first bit 
of luck at the second, a two foot 
stymie giving him the lead. An extra 
putt lost the fourth hole for Larkin, 
and he dropped the sixth on a short ap- 
proach. A short drive at the eighth hole, 
175 yards, cost him the eighth hole. He 
was having a bad time at the even holes. 
dropping all of them and being 4 down at 
the end of the first round. 

Larkin scored his first win at the second 
hole of the second round, his opponent 
rimming an eleven footer, while the Westward 
He man was down in 8 Crowdus sent his 
drive to the 219 yard third green and was down 
in 8. Again at the fourth he was on, eight feet 
away for a 3. His mashie pitch to the sixth 
was over the gravel walk, ow of bounds, which 
com tne hole, as Larkin was down in par 4.

TRYOUTS HALTED BY WAR. 


Thinks Canceling of Races Rebbed 
His Craft of Title. 


Commodbre Ames A. Pugh is back tn 
Chicago after bis ill starred attempt to 
win the British international speed boat 
championghip with Disturber IV. Pugh 
says he surely would have won had the 
races been held, for the second day he 
had the Disturber owt for «4 trial in 
British waters he mede a measured mile 
with the new boat at a speed of sixty- 
four miles an hour. 

Even them the engines were not turning 
their full speed, and Pugh wes surprised 
when the British clockere who bock the 
time told him of his tremendous speed. 
He estimates the craft will travel aixty- 
eight milee an hour in a eth sea, 
which is ten miles an hour fester than 
the best foreign boats can do,

Pugh had only two tryoute with the 
boat. On the third day after his arrival 
at Cowes as he Was geiting ready for another 
spin an officer came up and told him he bem had 
stay in that day, as the port had been closed on 
account of the declaration of war lave the night 
before.

Pugh had 2,000 gallons of specia) gas for his 
engines. Right there he had a bunch the stuff 
had been taken by ibe authorities, so he wrote 
a letter to the admiralty making a present of M 
to them. bort afterward he received a 
letter from Admiral J. F. IngleGeld of the 
Britieh naval motor boat reserve thanking him 
for the gift.

MAY DROP MBASURE.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—{Special.] 
At a conference of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the senate committee on commerce 
tonight it was decided to cut $20,000,000 
from the river and harbor appropriation 
bill, now pending in the senate. 

The measure, with this large slice of 
“pork” lopped off, will be presented to 
the senate within the next few days in an 
effort to get immediate favorable consid- 
eration.

TRADE CAMPAIGN NEXT 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[Special.] 
—Secretary of Commerce Redfield tomor- 
row will name the men who are to repre- 
eent the middie west and south on the 
committee of the national foreign trade 
council, which is trying to work out a 
plan for the exchange of credits between 
the United States and Latin America. 

This first result of the Pan-American 
trade conference, held on Thursday, 
makes it certain that the whole subject 
will be considered from a country-wide 
standpoint. The original committee, 
made up entirely of New York bankers, 
exporters, and commission merchants, 
who already control what trade there is 
with South and Central America, could 
hardly be expected to give fuil considera- 
tion to the ciaims of the rest of the 
country. 


Committee Represents Nation. 

With the addition of eight or ten men, 
representing every part of the United 
States outside of New York, the enlarged 
committee will be able to take up the 
troublesome problem from a truly na-

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ATTACKS SMASH 
FOOD PRICES 


Many Items Drop 25 Per 
Cent Since Thirty 
Days Ago. 


TAX ON FARMER URGED. 


With the exception of flour and sugar 
practically all food commodities either 
have remained stationary in price or 
have receded from the high level estab- 
lishe@ thirty days ago, according to 
Sol Westerfeld, formef president of the 
Chicago Retail Grocers and Butchers’ as- 
sociation. It is believed the soaring 
tendency of fooi prices has been curbed 
by the concerted attack of the federal, 
state, and municipal authorities. 

Mr. Westerfeld last night advanced a 
novel idea, designed to undermine in- 
creasing wheat prices, and at the same 
time add revenue to the depleted govern- 
ment treasury His scheme is to make 
the farmer pay « tax of 1 cent for every 
bushel of wheat he sells for $1 to 31.102 
cents for every bushel he selle for $1.10 
to $1.20, and 80 on.

Wilson Says If Repeals 
Section of the New 
Bank Law. 


URGES IT BE AMENDED 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—President 
Wilson today vetoed the bill to raise the 
limit of individual deposits in postal 
savings banks to $1,000, because it con- 
tained a provision repealing a section of 
the new bank law which provides that 
federal funds must be deposited only 
with members of the federal reserve 
system. a 
The president suggested that the bill 
be amended to extend for another twelve 
months the time in which banks not 
members of the new system have within 
which to surrender the government de- 
posits they now hold. 


The President’s Message. 


lows: te 
With most of the provisions of the bill 
I am in hearty accord. They are ad- 
mirably conceived, and the changes of 
law which they propose would undoubt- 
edly be very beneficial to the postal sav- 
1 system; but a portion of Section 2 
sef#ks to make a change in the federa! 
reserve act of last December which I 
venture to regard as unwise. 
When the federal reserve act was 
passed it was thought wise to make the 
inducements to state banks to enter the 
federal reserve system as many and as 
strong as possible. It was, therefore 
provided in that act that government 
funds should be deposited only in banks 
which were members of the federal re- 
serve system. ) 
Backs Up Principle. 
“The principle of such a provision is 
sound and indisputable. The moneys 
under the control of the government 
ought to be placed only in those banks 
which are most directly under the super- 
vision and regulation of the congress 
itself. 
It was recognized also. that the scat- 
tering of government deposits in mall 
amounts among too large a number of 
banks would in time of stress be of de- 
cided disadvantage to the federal reserve 
system, which seeks as much as possible 
to mobilize the financial resources of the 
country under one control. The bill 
which I now return repeals that pro- 
vision so far as it might apply to funds 
accumulated in the hands of the govern- 
ment under the postal savings system. 
It is with this provision of the bill that 1 
find myself unable to concur. . . 


Notice Given Long Ago. 

Jam not insensible of the incon- 
venience which some banks might suffer 
if the postal savings funds were with- 
drawn at this particular time, th dn 
the law itself, of course, conveyed notice 
of that removal fully nine months ago. 
I am not sure that the federal reserve 
board would not be justified, under the 
terms of the law as it now stands, in exer- 
cising a certain liberal discretion in de- 
termining the time and the rates at which 
deposits should be withdrawn from banks 
not within the system. 

But, assuming that there has not been 
notice enough, and that the withirawa) 
would of necessity be rapid or immediate, 
I venture to sugest that the otherwise ad- 
mirable bill which 1 now return might 
be amended and might, because of the 
financial circumstances now temporari 
existing, be very advantageously amené- 
ed, to extend for another twelve months 
the period within which banks not mem- 
bers of the federal reserve system must 
surrender the deposits of the govern- 
ment. ö 

May I take the liberty of suggesting 
that this be done? It would remove from 
this bill the only feature which seem 
to me incompatible with sound public 
policy.

The emergency currency bill, amending 
the Vreeland-Aldrich act so as tomake 75 
instead of 30 per cent the amount of com- 
mercial paper to be accepted from banks 
as security for emergency currency, 
passed the senate today without a roll 
call and now goes to the house. 

The measure is one of those made neces- 
sary by financial conditions growing out 
of the European war. 

The senate added several amendments 
to the bill. One amendment adopted to- 
day by a vote of 32 to 19 provides for the 
issue of emergency currency through 
state banks and trust companies to in- 
sure wider distribution of the relief ex- 
tended. 

Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia pro- 
posed the amendment, which wes gen- 


erally supported by southern senators, 


who declared that only by issuing 
emergency currency to the state banks

Cash grain interests of the board of trade are 
taking a good deal of interest in the discussion 
of the question of changing commissions on 
cash grain. As they now stand the rules ofthe 
board provide for a commission charge, based 
upon the quantity of grain handled, rather 
than on the value of the property, which is 
the customary way of figuring commission 
charges in almost every other line of business. 
For instance, the present value of a carload 
of corn is worth on an average about §1,100, 
but the commission man collects the came com- 
mission as when the property was half the 
present value. 

The high cost of living has affected members 
of the board of trade, so that the cort.of doing 
business has increased tremendously, while 
the compenration has remained stationary. 
The risk in thie branch of the business is con- 
siderable, ae it is the custom to advance prac- 
tically the full value of the property to the 
shipper as soon as the grain is loaded. The 
plan under contemplation provides for a 
charge of 1 per cent of the value of the prop- 
erty, with the present rates as a minimum, with 
the exception of corn, which it is proposed to 
vinerease slightly. Sentiment among cash men 
is said to be almost unanimously in favor of 
the change. It is expected the matter will 
come to & ballot vote in the near future. 

— 
Offerings of wheat from the country were fair, 
but on the breaks in futures there was lets 
pressure to sell. Farmers in the southwest 
ehut off sales promptly when the market de- 
clined for futures, and in the spring wheat 
country hedging preseure was moderate.

Banks Getting in Snarl. 

It begins to appear that the locai banks 
may get into something of a snarl, if 
they are not already in one, over the 
question of maintaining a ruling price in 
connection with the sale of bonds. This 
price was fixed by the stock exchanges of 
New York, Chicago, Boston, and other 
centers at the closing quotations of July 
30. Until the last week it was thought 
the bond departments of all the local 
banks were adhering to this rule, but 
it develops they were not doing so, and 
hence the growth of an undesirable con- 


dition. * 
The ¢learing house committee adopted 


on Tuesday a recommendation that the 
banks adhere to the rule of closing prices. 
Before the clearing house aseociation 
could act on the recommendation, how- 
ever, one or two of the banks wanted the 
recommendation changed, and this was 
done. 


— Clearing House Is Divided. 

Meanwhile the clearing house committee 
Itself is divided, and the governing body of the 
banks is about to give an illustration of not 
being disposed to unanimously follow {ts own 
advice. 

There are three committees working on the 
matter, one representing the banks another 
the bond houses, and ano ber the stock ex- 
change. There has developed, however, a de- 
sire to cut prices. Unless there ig a change of 
attitude this promires to lead to a small war- 
fare amone the banks themselves. 


Fair Gain in Cash. 
Known movements of money for the week in 
dicate the New York banks gained anproxt- 
mately $7.000.000. They received $12.076 000 
from the interlor and shipped $8.785 000, mak 
ing the gain on the interlor movemen* 
$8. 221 000. 

On their transactions with the seubtreasury 
the banks sustained a net loss of 61 290 000. 
which. deducted from the gain on the interior 
movement, leaves a net gain for the week’s op- 
erations of $6,991,000. These ficures do not 
include shipments of gold cotn to Canada or 
— sent to Argentina direct for redemp- 

on. 


Exchange Situation Improves. 


Announcement came from Washington that 
the federal reserve board had decided to post- 
pone action on the recommendation of the 
bankers’ committee looking toward the under- 
writing of a fund of $150,000.000 gold. 

This recommendation, it was decided, need 
not be acted upon at this time, owing to im- 
provement in che foreign exchange situation. 
The federal board, it was reported, had turned 
its attention toward the selection of class C 
directors and that these would be shortly ap- 
pointed. 


Oil Dividends Reduced. 

Nine Standard Oil subsidiaries have reduced 
their dividends since April of this year. The 
majority of the Standard companies do not 
wieh their dividends to be considered as regu- 
ler, and although they are declared quarterly, 
semi-annually, etc., it is usually stated upon 
each declaration that the distribution is a 
dividend.

Henry P. Davison of the Morgan firm, 
commenting on the success of the loan, 
said it was due entirely to national pa- 
triotism and to the civic pride of the 
city’s banking community. 


Will Ship Gold to Atlanta, 


Arrangements for the shipment of a 
substantial amount of gold to Ottawa in | 
partial payment of the old loan were 
under way today. The easier tendency of | 
exchange indicated: that any possible | 
disturbance in connection with gold ex- 
ports to the dominion had been over- 


come, 

In their bearing upon our foreign ob- 
ligations the week's shipments of food- 
stuffs were not without interest. Ex- 
ports, while considerably under the pre- 
ceding week, were fully one-third larger 
than in the corresponding week of 1913 

Known movements of money point to a 
material cash gain by the clearing house 
banks this week, the increase being estimated 
at from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000.

Rubber Firm Sued as Bankrupt. 

An involuntary petition In bankruptcy was 
filed in the United States District court yes- 
terday against the Conrad B. Shane company 
501 South Jefferson street, manufacturers of 
rubber goods. The lifabilities of the company

The legislatures of some of the southern 
states, it is reported’ will hold special 
sessions to devise plans for meeting the 
cotton tuation. 

It was pointed out today that further 
federal measures to aid the cotton men 
might bring down on the government a 
demand from other sections for similar 
assistance. 

Those. familiar with conditions in the 
cotton growing states say it has been 
demonstrated for years that a reduction 
in the amount of the crop would work no 
hardship, but would be to the advantage 
of the producer. Past efforts to insure 
such a reduction, however, have failed 
and the chief hope now Is in legislation 
which would tax overproduction. 


Would Mean Other Crops. 
Those interested believe a reduction in 
cotton growing would mean that thou- 
sands of acres of productive land in the 
south would be turned over to other and 
more profitable crops, which would insure 

a market for the cotton produced. 
The conference of governors of south- 
ern states recently called by the gov- 


ernor of Alabama is attracting attention 
in this connection.
